The presiding Judge. Eietver. who had. 
I understand, been appointed on the de¬ 
mand of Fella Frankfurter, was one of the 
new breed of Federal judges, that is to 
soy. viciously corrupt, and he Anally died 
while under impeachment for malfea¬ 
sance in office 

The Assistant Attorney General of the 
U S who prosecuted the case was an¬ 
other protege of Fell* Frankfurter, an! 
he was rewarded for his efforts when in 
IP5P he went to Russia as the personal 
guest of Stalin. 

The Hungarian revolt provides one of 
the hundreds of bits of evidence that show 
the close cooperation between the Krem¬ 
lin and the bureaucracy that cantered 
Wajhington under Franklin RooscvclPund 
has been expanding and strengthening It¬ 


self ever since 

When the Hungarian people spontane¬ 
ously rose in revolt, they were, as several 
refugees have arcurcd me. coicned and 
confused by lying broadcasts from the ra- 
di«i station that is so sardonically called 
Radio Free Europe. This station, which, 
as Fulton Lewis hss recently shown. Is 
staffed largely by Con ~i a nisi agents, is 
>upp>-ricd by secret grants from C.l A., 
our Central Intelligence Agency. It is als} 
•.upported by funds collected every year 
fruru the American people That is ju«t .• 
bit of Communist humor They delight in 
tricking Americans into contributing 
money t.» oMcnfibh charitable enterprises 
for their own destruction. 

When the Hungarian* suffered- and 
dud. and begged in vain for help only- 
one nation in Europe dared ti offer them 
even a modicum of a«>i 'ance Tl ut ;;.i< 
Spain, a nation headed b* General Fran¬ 
cisco Franco, whom Ihc Communist-dom- 
• ha u-d pres* in the United States so regu¬ 
larly vilifies Spain agreed to send the 
Hungarians the weapons they most des¬ 
perately needed, aatl-tank guns. S.iai.i 
arranged to transport the guns In her ow n 
planes, and arranged with Germany to 
permit these planes, on their return trip, 
lo land to refuel, sme; the Spanish pi. aes 
could not carry enougl gasoline for a 
round trip Now our Ce* tral Intelligence 
Agency, w hich seems never to be able to 
discover anything to the advantage of thu 
United States, quickly found out about 
the Spanish plan to help the Hungarians. 

The C.l A transmitted the information 
lo our State Department, which Immedi¬ 
ately went into action and brought very 
«*r.»ng pM*«‘*.trc to bur * u *hc German 
g**ViruiiHTit to cancel the permission that 
had been given for the Spanish planet lo 
refuel on their return Journey. Thus was 
Washington able to save the Russians 
considerable inconvenience during t'leir 
massacre of the Hungarians. 

The Central Intelligence Agency is an 
organization so secret that even our sen¬ 
ators are not allowed to know anything 
or its operations. But. ns was recently dis¬ 
closed in National Review, the head of 
any section of this agency has full power 
to employ even persons whose Comrr.j- 
nlst records are in the flics of the F.B 1 
The agency has undoubtedly undergone 
progressive change in the past nine years. 
It was in June. 1949. you will remember, 
that Admiral Hillenkoetler. w ho was then 
head of the agency, received an Inquiry 
from Senator McCarran concerning ant 
hundred new appointees lo the Hailed 
Nations staff. Admiral Hillenkoetler re¬ 
plied that according to a preliminary 


check of his records. t$ af tbeor ap¬ 
pointees were officers lo the Common L*. 
Party and that S2 others were known 
members of the Ron Ian espionage system. 
Admiral Hillenkoetler was immediately 
transferred to a desolate outpost in the 
Pacific This was. of course, but one of the 
many incidents by which our army and 
navy officers have been shown that they 
dare not do anything that would displease 
our Communist conspirators. 

J truM that sou have not overto k d

Now although Castro thought it worth 
while lo say that he is not himself a mem¬ 
ber of the Commum-: Party, bis principal 
ass (slants including Ms brother, were 
notorious Communists, and no reasonable 
person, even slightly acquainted with 
Latin-American affairs, could ever have 
d' ibnii that the Castro rrvoll was a 
Communist operation lotcnded primarily 
to secure base* for the many Russian sab- 
marines which are constantly cruising 
along our Atlantic Coast, and to permit 
(be establishment of rochet bases within 
one hundred miles of American so4L 

During (he progress of his takeover In 
Cuba, Castro received supplies from Sns- 
oian submarines, and. of course, vast 
quantities from the United Stales The 
shipments from Florida wers, of course, 
technically smuggled to him, but oddly 
enough our government aria never able 
lo Intercept them. 

But even with this help Castro would 
have failed but for the energetic taler- 
veation af oar State Department. The 
technique used D. of course, a standard 
procedure and shoild be quite familiar 
to all of us by nov. 

\ You will recall that when General 
jGeorgc Marshall vat sent to China to ar¬ 
range for the OimmunUl occupation of 


that country, he was able to accomplish 
his mission by simply rutting off from 
Genersl Chlsng Kai-Shek the supplies of 
ammaaiUon that he s>* 4«4 for hu «•«„ 
dkr's rifles, which were all. oi course, of 
American manufacture flM.O’M.aoo worth 
of ammanition on ships lhal were a boat 
to load was simply damped to the oeeaa. 
and, of course, no further shipments were 
made Thus Chiang Kai-Shek's men could 
not use even their rifles, to say nothing 
of machine guns and artillery. ood he had 
lo retreat before the Communist invaders, 
who had been equipped with the huge 
Japanese stores of weapons sod munitions 
that we had turned over to them in Man¬ 
churia. 

Following this established pattern, our 
State Department eat off all aopplles of 
ammunition to the small srray of Colonel 
Batista in Cuba, which ua* of course, 
equipped with weapons pur yased in the 
United Stales. Even ammunition that Ba- 
tisla had bought and already paid for was 
confiscated on the docks It seems quite 
clear that Batista's men did not desert: 
they simply had nothing lo shoot. 

You will also remember that while the 
great betrayal in China was under way 
under Ihe direction of such eminent fig¬ 
ures as General Marshall and Professor 
Omeo LsttUnore. the controlled press in 
this country was filled with propaganda 
to the effect that Chiang Kai-Shek was 
a scoundrel, and that the Communist: In 
Chine were Just innos^r.t "agrarian re¬ 
formers." 

The same technique is. of course, now 
being used. The preas is once again filled 
with manufactured reports of the past 
iniquities of Batista and with gig-- . 
accounts ol Ftdel Caslru as an • agrarian 
reformer" and the “George Washington of 
Cuba." , . . 

As noon as the Russians have built their 
submarine b a ses sal set up (be launching 
Beftdo for ballistic missiles In Cuba, our 
Stole Department will oodoubt again tell 
us: “Oops' Wc were mistaken. But now 
that launching sites for atomic missiles 
have been set up srlUdu one hundred 
miles of Uw Hutted State*. war U un¬ 
thinkable. alnt It?"

Ladies and gentlemen it la an honor 
to appear before you—an honor that 1 
deeply appreciate. Tbe Congress of 
Freedom is one of the most widely 
known and highly respected conserva¬ 
tive organizations in the United States 
But this very fact has another aspect— 
an unpleasant aspect that is obvious to 
all of us and that it would be false 
courtesy to ignore. Let’s face It. We 
are a small group. Numerically, at 
least, we are insignificant and lost In 
the howling wilderness of folly and 
treason that our country has become. 
The only thing that stands between us 
and despair right now is the knowledge 
that, according to the latest estimate, 
there are now active in the United 
States some two thousand other con¬ 
servative groups who share our alarm 
and are working for the same general 
purpose with the same hope that it Is 
not yet too late to save America for 
the American people. And outside all 
these organizations there Is a large and 
ever growing number of Americans 
who sense that something is seriously 
wrong, who are made uneasy or even 
afraid by a menace that they feel in 
■♦he atmosphere about them but that 
thev have not yet clearly identified, 
and who do not know what they can or 
should do. 

The common problem of all conserva¬ 
tives is that of finding a way to exert 
the maximum force in the minimum of 
time that we have left. I want to 
suggest to you the strategy that seems 
♦o me our best and perhaps our only 
hope. 

If I Only Knew 

Some years ago, when I was last in 
California, I was told a story about a 
wealthy manufacturer whose home was 
in Santa Barbara. He was considered 
a fortunate man: he owned half a 
'tozen factories In various parts of the 
West, he had one of the finest houses 
*n a city of beautfiul homes and he 
*<ad recently married one of the most 
beautiful of the young actresses whom 
hey c«li ^tarlets" in Ho'lvwood. But 
«ne day got drunk in a local tavern. 
He woUid 'order.a double Scotch, gulp 
it down, sit tor a moment In thought, 
*nd yien yelUbut, “Oh! If T could only 
he sufe!”yThen he would bang his 
head areHlst the wall three times, or¬ 
der amnher double Scotch, and start 


and when they had sobered the 
man up a little, they learned Use 
cause of his distress. He was afraid 
that his new wife was unfaithful to 
him during his occasional trips out of 
town to one or another of his fac- 
‘ories. So one of his friends suggested 
that the next afternoon he should 
telephone his wife from his office, 
say that he had been suddenly called 
out of town, and then park in a rented 
car a short distance from his home 
to see what would happen. 

That seemed a good idea, so the next 
dav the manufacturer telephoned his 
wife, rented a car, and parked down 
the block from his house. Soon he 
6aw a red Jaguar driven by a handsome 
voung man in a sport coat stop in 
front of his house. In a moment, his 
wife came running out and Jumped 
into tbe car. 

Our hero followed the Jaguar from 
nlace to place all evening. His wlf# 
®nd escort drove down the coast to a 
beach for a swim, then to a cocktail 
♦ounge. then to a roadhouse for dinner, 
•hen to a night club in Los Angeles 
where they danced for awhile, and 
finally drove down the valley until 
♦hev came to a motel and turned In. 
The husband parked in the dark across 
♦he road, watched them engage « 
cabin, eo in. turn on the lights, and 
null down the shades. But after a 
moment he noticed that one of the 
shades was not all the way down. 
He took his revolver from the glove 
compartment of the car and walked 
cautiously through the darkness to 
that one narrow band of lleht. Crouch¬ 
ing. b» peered into the room and saw 
his wife and the young man cuddled 
♦r.vether on * davenport. Even as he 
watched, he saw his wife lean back 
♦n fb fi voune man’s embrace and with 
b«*r hand press kh head down to here 
♦or • long kiss. The husband took his 
revolver out of his pocket and re 
loosed the safety catch. Then he 
peered through the window again. He 
witnessed an even more ardent kiss, 
and then he saw his wife with her free 
hand reach up to the bridge lamo »nd 
mill tbe chain. The husband crouched 
♦or a moment staring into the totally 
dark room: then be slowly straighten¬ 
ed up, carefully put the revolver Into 
his pocket, and smote his forehead. 
“Oh God! If I could only be sure." 

Either Be Dead Or Wish We Were 

Now you may think that story a little 



Implausible, and its hero something of 
a fathead, but let me remind you that 
there are thousands, perhaps millions, 
of people In this country, including a 
considerable portion of our conserva¬ 
tives, who, confronted by equally ob¬ 
vious and cogent evidence are still 
slapping their foreheads and wishing 
that they could be sure about the 
Communist conspiracy, how big It ta, 
who belongs to it, and even what It 
proposes to do. I suggest to you that 
the only thing that we as conservatives 
can do is put forth in unison all the 
“ffort of which we as Individuals are 
capable to rouse those people from 
their confused befuddlement and con¬ 
vince them that things now are as bad 
as they $a£m. And let me assure you 
with air the earnestness of my heart 
♦hat I feel certain that unless we da 
this now, four years hence you and I 
every one of us In this room—will 
either be dead or wish to God that wc 


were. 

If I were not firmly convinced of 
this, I would not take the very grave 
risk of personal and professional ruin 
that I now take by speaking against 
the Communist conspiracy. s 

Conspiracy Transferred to New York .• 

Most Americans, who read only the 
Communist-dominated press and jratch 
television and other entertainment of.- 
which the Communists have virtually^ 
complete control, are not only woe¬ 
fully uninformed about the nature and 
extent of this International criminal 
conspiracy, but have had their mind* 
*0 systematically conditioned and 
poisoned from the day on which they 
entered a primary school that they 
have great difficulty in understanding 
even the nature of the problem. The 
enormous task before us Is that of un¬ 
doing within the next two or three 
years all that the Communists have 
accomplished by their Incredibly pa¬ 
tient laborious, and cunning efforts 
since that black day in 1872 when the 
headouarters of their international 
conspiracy were openly and officially 
AStnsferred ‘ 
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eotasplracy was located in our courf I 
and that at everyone now kno<~ lfcf 
Bolshevik butchery in Russia or 
ganized in the United States. L—need 
from the United States, and carried 
out by a gang of 1700 disciplined 
assassins, most of whom Vame from 
New York City. 

Twenty Combat Divisions 

The present status of the Communist 
conspiracy in the United States is 
equally a matter of public knowledge. 
On the Srd of March, 1958 Congress¬ 
man Francis E. Walter, Chairman of 
the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, published a report stating 
that “the Kremlin has succeeded in en 
listing, at a conservative estimate, 
more than a million Americans. , . . 
There are at this moment the equival- 
lst mind have been well explained by 
Cxeslaw Milosz in his Captive Mind, and 
by Gerhart Niemeyer in his Inquiry in- 
ent of some twenty combat divisions 
of enemy troops on American soil... 
troops that are loyal only to the 
Soviet" In other words, ladies • and 
gentlemen, you are now living in a 
country that has been partly occupied. 
Unless the American people now make 
a desperate effort to save themselves, 
they will, within four years. 1 think, 
find themselves in the position of the 
Hungarians when they made their 
frantic and hopeless effort to regain 
their freedom three years ago. 

There are two basic facts that one 
must bear in mind when one tries to 
understand Communists. If they seem 
obvious to you, forgive me for re¬ 
peating them here, but they are so 
fundamental that 1 must insist upon 
them. 


“Ideological Struggle" Nonsense 

First, all the talk about an “ideo¬ 
logical struggle" is mostly nonsense. 
No Communist, except gullible college 
boys and other children, really believes 
in the doctrine of socialism. Marx's 
absurd theories are merely a propa¬ 
ganda device, a means to an end. The 
intellectual processes of the Commun 
to the Soviet Mentality, but they were 
best epitomized by Duane Thorin. This 
young American, who had somehow 
escaped brain-washing in his high 
school and college, was taken prisoner 
in Korea and interrogated for months 
by the Chinese Communists who sought 
to convert him. He received some at¬ 
tention from a really important Com¬ 
munist official, and his native shrewd¬ 
ness enabled him only contempt for 
their Inferiors who really believed the 
Marxist propaganda. As Thorin neatly 
puts in: “Intellects that failed to see 
through the falsities of Communism 
were so arrested that they were of 
only limited use In the totalitarian 
state."

believe; it is a conspiracy in which m^_ 
participate. So far as Comunism has an 
intellectual basis, that hisis may be 
found in the doctrine, not of Karl 
Marx, but of John Dewey. The Com¬ 
munist la the perfect Pragmatist; be is 
a Nihilist; be believes that there is no 
such thing as truth. He repudiates 
and hates all the tradition! and cul¬ 
ture of the Past; there is no truth, 
there is no value in the world but the 
satisfaction of his own whims and ap¬ 
petites, whatsoever they may be. In¬ 
tellectually speaking, be is a beast— 
perhaps the lowest and moat dangerous 
of ail beasts. 

No Truth, Only Expediency 

Perhaps the neatest illustration of 
the intellectual processes al a Com¬ 
munist and the jargon that he loves 
to use will be found in comments made 
to me Dy a university president some 
time ago. In a conference with him, 
1 had happened to mention the old 
ideal of scnolarship and learning: dis¬ 
interested pursuit of truth. 1 tnought 
that he would at least pay lip-service 
to this ideal, but he interrupted me 
imperiously. 

“There is no truth but social truth," 
he said. 

“And what," I asked, “is social 
truth?" 

He replied quite simply: “It is what 
it is expedient for a society to tell its 
members." 

“And who," I asked, “Determines 
what story it is expedient to tell the 
suckers?” 

He smiled. “WE do." 

ivow, to be sure, I cannot be certain 
that the university president was a 
member of the Communist under¬ 
ground, but the reasoning that he em 
ployed is that of the Communist mind. 
There is no truth; there is only ex¬ 
pediency. 

But intellectual inihilism, the repu¬ 
diation of all concepts of truth, justice, 
humanity, is not sufficient to explain 
the terrible energy of the Communist 
conspiracy. That energy is emotional: 
it is a lust, a craving, a quasi-religious 
passion. I had my first glimpse of 
this passion early in my days in Wash¬ 
ington. 

Shoot Them In The Belly. 

I met a young man who had just 
come into the army. He looked like 
an amiable college boy, and as a matter 
of fact, be had been graduated from 
law school only two or three years be¬ 
fore. He had been working for the 
Labor Relations Board, and he enthu¬ 
siastically described to me the way in 
which he and his colleagues would 
raid small American corporations that 
were inclined to be recalcitrant, seize 
their books and cart them off, osten¬ 
sibly far the purpose of photographing

and I asked, “Lieutenant, ditin t ll 
seem to you that you were violating 
the constitutional rights of American 
business men?" He was a young man 
and he answered promptly, “Rights'!

Overwhelming Lust To Destroy 

That was bow I first came to sus 
pect the basic orientation of Commun 
ist minds, but only after years of ob 
servation, and with help from the 11 
laminating analysis by Denis de Rouge 
mont, did I realize that the young mai 
was exceptional only in the res dines 
with which be let slip the mask. Tha 
is the explanation of the fact tha 
puzzles so many Americans who hav 
not closely observed Communists—tb 
seemingly strange fact that the so-cal 
ed "liberal intellectuals” are not pei 
turbed or shaken in their faith by lb 
innumerable and indubitable report 
of Communist atrocities, tortures, an 
massacres. We all know that whe 
the Bolshevik vermin from New Yor 
took over Russia, they proceeded sy 
tematicaliy to murder some 5,000,IK 
men, women, and children, includic 
the best part of the population. W 
all know, for example, that when tl 
White Russians in Odessa agreed 
an armistice under the most solen 
pledges that they and their famfli 
were to be transported unharmed 
Constantinople, the Communists nu 
sacred part of the men as soon as th< 
were disarmed, and reserved anoth 
part for tortures so acientifically a 
ministered that many of the victb 
look more than a week to die. T 
women were compelled to witness tl 
amusement and then placed in broth) 
for sadistic sexual tortures; soi 
lived as long as three months. Tl 
procedure has continued ever slu 
You have seen photographs of mutil 
ed men and women, living and de: 
photographs that made you physics 
sick at a single glance. But you mi 
have noticed that such things do i 
daunt even the most delicate and el 
minate of our "liberal intellectual 
And the only explanation 1 think 
the terrible one that I have suggest 
Very many men do not adhere to C< 
munism in spite of its indescriba 
atrocities; on the contrary, they 
come Communists because of tb 
atrocities. The true hardcore O 
munist, whatever the disguise he n 
wear when he moves among you i 
however much he may think it 
pedient to snivel about “social go 
or “brotherhood," is, in the lib 
and exact meaning of the English wi 
a thug, that is, a man who has m 
a religion of murder. He is driven 
an overwhelming lust to destroy 
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decent men apd‘women suffer,/ de¬ 
grade them jto the level of at ala. 
That la his ideal, and for It he works 
constantly, - tirelessly, and with in¬ 
finite cunning. **' 

The Communist Conspiracy 
The Communist conspiracy has u 
basically dual organization. From 1876 
to 1907, It is true, the conspiracy was 
entirety secret and underground, but' 
since 1907 there baa been a public Beg--* 
ment, lint, called the LW.W. and re¬ 
organized in 1919 at the official Com¬ 
munist Party, headed in both instances 
by a criminal named William Z. Foster, 
,„.ihe close associate and protege of Feus 
frankfurter. This official party has 
never been large. It probably has 
'never had over 90,000 card-carrying 
members at any time. It has served 
on the one hand as a recruiting and 
testing agency to enlist talented con¬ 
spirators who, alter they have proven 
their worth and ability, could quietly 
be transferred to one or another divi¬ 
sion of the underground , and it has 
served on the other hand as a shield 
to mask and facilitate tne work of the 
underground apparatus that consists 
of conspirators woo pose ss “liberal in 
tellectuais,” and wno urge the Ameri¬ 
can people to save themselves from 
communism at nome by ret arming 
their legal and economic system along 
Communist lines, and to aave the 
world from Communism by taxing 
themselves to fimnw (Communist gov¬ 
ernments aoroao. Tne omciai party, 
•voice currently pretends to be even 
»maiier man it is, nas never been more 
utan a small segment at tne canspir 
acy. Louis Uuaenz recounts wiin wry 
numor teat wnen be had worked his 
way up in the communist Party to be 
come managing editor of tne Daily 
worker and a member of the National 
Executive Council, he began to fancy 
himself a person of some importance, 
until one of his superiors remarked 
dryly, “Son, all that you have seen is 
pie periscope of the submarine." 

The Dangerous Communist 
Underground 

The Communist underground is our 
real danger, and no one can accurately 
measure its total strength. Its mem- 
ben all vociferously deny that they 
are Communists, and they are now, so 
organized that when everything is 
working properly no one conspirator 
can positively Identify more than five 
of his accomplices. Two members of 
the F.B-L and an ex-Co mm uniat agree 
in assuring me that since the 1930’s, al 
any rate, it has been the fixed policy 
of the Communists to find e young 
man and young woman, arrange for 
their marriage, help them through 
college, if necessary, and then send 
them into an American community, 
often a small town. For fifteen yean 
the Party provides them with such sup¬ 


port as they may need to establi^'v 
themselves firmly in the profession; ) 
or even the business life of the co 
munity. During these fifteen yes. 
they are to keep themselves dear of 
all suspicion; the party asks them no -* - 
single overt act, not even a signature <’• 
on a Communist-front petition. Alter' 
fifteen years, they begin to receive 
orders—and carry them out

The underground works under In 
'numerable guises on innumerable pro¬ 
jects, many of which seem irrelevant 
to their purpose. Mr. William Rusher, 
who was for tome years a member of 
the legal staff of the Senate Internal 
Security Committee, estimates that 
there are now 10,000 separate organiza¬ 
tions, each directed toward a single 
goal, and many of them apparently 
innocent All of these fronts hays __ 
one thing In common:--they simulate -a * 
charitable or altruistic interest u 
numan welfare, and pretend that they 
are working‘for some “social good.” 
These fronts serve primarily as a 
means of establishing and maintaining 
control over a mass of dupes-well-mean- 
ing and sometimes Intelligent people 
who never even guess who Is doing 
their thinking for them. They unwit¬ 
tingly form the third and largest circle 
of Communist strength. 

Traitors In The Pentagon 

The international conspiracy has 
penetrated every segment of American 
life, and has attained effective control 
of many of the most strategic.. That Is 
obvious from the information scat¬ 
tered in many sources, including the 
confessions of repentent Co mmunis ts 
and the many reports issued by the 
Congressional committees. But let ma 
remind you that all the investigations 
by the House and Senate committees 
have been fragmentary and have in¬ 
volved only minor members of the con¬ 
spiracy. Even the late Senator Mc¬ 
Carthy operated for the most part on 
the periphery of the conspiracy, and 
you will remember that when he open¬ 
ed a line of investigation which was 
evidently leading to a nest of traitors 
in the Pentagon, the forces of inter¬ 
national Communism, utilizing their 
control of the press, the radio, and 
television, struck down that great A- 
men can patriot on what was perhaps 
the darkest day In American history 
since Valley Forge. There has been 
no searching investigation of Commun¬ 
ism in the United States. You will, 
perhaps, remember that Judge Robeit 
Morris, who was Chief of the Internal 
Security Subcommittee of the Senate, 
stated In a radio broadcast last year 
that no congressional Investigation of 
Communism had ever gone very far in 
penetrating the structure of the con¬ 
spiracy because whenever the com¬ 
mittee seemed likely to follow the 
trail of major conspirators, its work 
was stopped by “irresistable pressures.” 


And even Judge Morris did not dare to 
specify the nature or source of these 
pressures.„ . 

Communist Web Of Subversion 
r The Communist web of subversion 
new clearly extends from the humblest 
primary school to the highest court in 
our land. In many areas, of course, 
the Communists’ work is done for them 
by puppet* and stooges who do not 
realize that they are being manipulat¬ 
ed, or by frauds, racketeers, and other 
social parasites, such as typical bureau- > 
crats, whose minds can focus on Just 
one thing: the fast and easy buck. But 
conspiracies, like armies, must first be 
measured by the number of troops they 
can put into the field, not by the num- 
ber who know and approve the strate¬ 
gic plana of the High Command. 

‘ Progressive Education 

In the public schools, - for 
the techniques of what la called “pro¬ 
gressive education," designed to stul¬ 
tify the minds and brutalize the char¬ 
acter of adolescents, are essentially an 
elaborate fraud perpetrated by a "mg ’ 
of parasites, who exploit the gullibility 
of taxpayers. But the inculcation of il¬ 
literacy and the incitation of sexual 
promiscuity serve the Communist pur¬ 
pose of degrading mankind, and have 
been largely accomplished under Com¬ 
munist direction. They are now reap¬ 
ing what they so diligently sowed. 
Last year one of my younger colleagues 
in the University thought to ask his 
class of freshmen—twenty boys and 
girls, probably from twenty different 
high schools all over the state—about 
Communism, and 90% of them— 
eighteen little parrots replied: “Every¬ 
one knows that Communism is the 
ideal form of government We learn¬ 
ed all about that in high school.” 

Colleges, Universities First Targets - 

- -f 

In the universities the Communists 
have zealously promoted, and in turn 
profited by, the relaxation and now 
even the repudiation of the old stand¬ 
ards of scholarship and intellectual in¬ 
tegrity. The colleges and universities. 
Indeed, were probably the first great 
Communist target No one, so far as 
I know, has examined the recorded 
membership and activities of the So¬ 
cialist Clubs which, under the leader¬ 
ship of John Dewey, were established 
in 1905-1910 in colleges and universities 
throughout the country; I cannot say, 
therefore, whether or not these clubs 
were a Communist-front activity. The 
first Communist cell of which I have 
heard is said to have been organized 
at Harvard in 1910.

Communist Celia In Colleges 

One must take It for granted that 
every college and university of promin¬ 
ence has strong Communist cells in its 
faculty. Dr. J.B. Matthews, who has 
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t this conspiracy.watimates tt ve 
-'‘Communists control, u members ^Jfa» 
committed allies, more tnan three 
-v'.'" v thousand teachers in colleges and uni* 
versitiea. Louis Budenz, on the basis 
1 of imormation he acquired while he 
was a memMi^ of the party, estimates 
that there are 3500 members. Another 
.7 ex-communist informs me that there 
,•/ ‘ were ceils of which Budenz evidently 
had no knowledge. 

But'if you wish to see how far the 
- poison has gone, yon must go beyond 

these figures to the now open repudi 
cation of the basic conceptions of 
scholarship by the freebooters who in¬ 
sist that they are just sweet "liberal 
intellectuals.” in the recent book, 
"The Academic Mind,” by Paul 7. 
Laxarxfeld and Wagner Thielens, you 
will discover that back in the horso- 
and-buggy days It was the function of 
scholarship to preserve the cultural 
and scientific tradition, but that in 
the modern world the proper function 
of the university professor is (I quote) 
“to determine . . . custom and social 
authority.” Now that, of course, is not 
a specific recommendation to join the 
Communist conspiracy, but lest some 
“intellectuals” might not be bright 
enough to get the point, the authors 
elsewhere in their book “prove” by 
sociological ~gobbledegook that the 
“scholarship prestige” of a university 
is directly proportional to the percent¬ 
age of its faculty that welcomes Com¬ 
munist colleagues and is eager to see 
Communist cells set up in the student 
body.

You may remem¬ 
ber that in the 1920’s two bank rob¬ 
bers and murderers named Sacco and 
Vanzetti, were arrested and finally 
executed for a crime of which their 
guilt was indubitable. But these men, 
like Stalin in his youth, were bank 
robbers and Communist agents, and 
accordingly a long and frenzied agita¬ 
tion, led by such exalted figures as 
professor Felix Frankfurter, of Har¬ 
vard University, was begun to procure 
their release. And I note also that in 
the new Communist state recently set 
up in Cuba, one of the official execu¬ 
tioners is, according to Robert Siegrist, 
a man from Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
named Hermann Marks, who has a 
long police record of 32 arrests and 
was only recently released from the 
penitentiary to which he had been sen¬ 
tenced after being convicted of rape. 
I suppose the answer is that ordinary 
criminals with sadistic tendencies are 
naturally attracted to Communism, but 
an investigation might disclose some 
interesting details. 

Communist Use Of Organised 
Charities 

Second, I suggest that we need ur¬ 
gently to ascertain the Communist use 
of organized charities. We all know, 
of course, that public welfare agencies 
are as natural a habitat for Commun¬ 
ists as sage brush for rattlesalces. 

Philbrick estimates that one- 
third of the top echelon of Communist 
conspirators is lodged in just one fed 
era! agency, the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare, and observ¬ 
ers in Washington estimate that be¬ 
tween seventy and eighty per cent of 
the responsible officers in that agency 
are members of the conspiracy—that, 
by the way, la a datum which will help 
you to understand why the Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Education, and Wel¬ 
fare was granted the largest increase 
of any governmental department in 
the President’s aocalled "economy bud¬ 
get” this year.

and his native shrewdness enabled him 
to see that the Communists who make the 
decisions had only contempt for their ln- 
feriors who really believed the Marxist 
propaganda. As Thorin neatly puts it: 
"intellect* that failed to aee through the 
falsities of Communism were so arrested 
that they j s er e of only limited use In the 
totalitarian state.** 

It Is quite Incorrect, therefore, to say 
of a Communist, unless you mean that he 
la a tool, that he believes in Communism. 
Communism is not a theory In which men 
may believe; 11 Is a etasplracy In which 
men participate. So far as Communism 
has an Intellectual basis, that basis may 
be found In the doctrine, not of Karl Marx, 
but of John Dewey. The Communist la the 
perfect Pragmatist: he la a Nihilist; he be¬ 
lieves that there U no such thing as truth. 
He repudiates and hates all the traditions 
and culture of the Past; there is no truth, 
there Is no value in the world but the 
nlisXaction of hla own whims and appe¬ 
tites. whatever they may be.

That was how I first came to suspect 
the real orientation of Communist minds, 
but only after years of observation, and 
with help from the Illuminating analysis 
by Denis de Rougemont, did I realize that 
the young man was exceptional only in 
the readiness with which he let slip the 
mask. The true Communist, whatever dis¬ 
guise be may wear when be moves among 
you, is. In the literal and exact meaning 
of the English word, a thug, that la, a man 
who has mad* a religion of asarder. 

He is driven by an overwhelming lust 
to destroy and uproot, to annihilate civil¬ 
ization, to kill—and even more than that, 
to make decent men and women suffer, to 
degrade them to the level of animals. And 
he will work constantly, tirelessly, with 
Infinite cunning for his ideal: The day 
when he will drag you from your home, 
kick In your teeth, crack your rib*, and 
throw you Into a slave--labor camp where 
you will drag out the rest of your Ufe in 
a degradation that you have never Imag¬ 
ined even in nightmares That Is what he 
yearns for.

In 1S7L, when the headquarters of the 
International Communist conspiracy were 
Openly and officially transferred to New 
York Oty, there were only e few hundred 
people in the United States who were In¬ 
spired by this bloodlust.

By 1997 thr .munlst, were strong 
enough to organize a wing of the party 
that operated openly under the leader¬ 
ship of a criminal named William Z. Fas¬ 
ter. One of Footer's closest associates and 
advisers, in 1907 or soon thereafter, was 
Felix Fraakfarter. an Immigrant who had 
wormed his way Into the post of secretary 
to the Secretary of War hr the cabinet of 
President Howard Taft. 

By 1919 the first big Communist cell 
was planted In an American university— 
Harvard, of course. So far as I have been 
able to learn, the famous cells In Teschar* 
College of Cotambia Unis eerily were not 
organized until somewhat later. 

By 1917 the Communist conspiracy In 
the United ’Slates was strong enough di¬ 
rectly to affect the policies of the Ameri¬ 
can government.

1 cannot »»ke time to an¬ 
alyze it or to discuss the possible motives 
for the authors' silence about the moat 
Important parts ef the vast web at sub¬ 
version that extends feats the humblest 
primary aehaoi So Um highest edurt In oar 
land. Eut I shall limit myself to matters 
that the Overstreet! ignore or evade. And 

I can give only the moat perfunctory sum¬ 
mary of a few selected aspects of the ter¬ 
ror thst is upon us. 

I Ant encountered Communists and 
their allies., the "liberal Intellectuals,'' 
when i was a lad In college, and 1 then 
formed the impression of them that so 
cnany people of my generation still carry 
bn their minds. The pro-Communisls 
among my fellows were so childish snd 
so ignorant! Many of them, to be sure, 
were glib enough in parroting the phrases 
and arguments they had heard or read, 
but they obviously belonged to the group 
that worked hard only to awid hard In¬ 
tellectual work. They talked, and they 
seemed to believe. Marxism. a crude and 
absurd superstllioA thft can be taken ser¬ 
iously by no one who has any knowledge 
<if human history and Occidental culture. 

There were also a few members of the 
faculty who were obviously pro-Commu- 
nisi—remember that this was years and 
years ago, and the college in which I was 
an undergraduate was not so progressive 
as others even at that time—a few mem¬ 
bers of the faculty, I lay. but they were 
all teaching the "science" of “education" 
er some similar bunk that was obviously 
a fraud on the public and an insult to the 
intelligence of an educated man. My 
friends and I thought the Commies, young 
or old, very funny. 

We had all heard, of course, of what 
had happened and was happening in Rus¬ 
sia, but we did not know then what eve¬ 
ryone knows now, that the Bolshevik 
bulcheiy in Russia had been organized In 
the United Stales, financed from ihe 
United States, and carried out by a gang 
of 1700 disciplined assassins, most of 
a-hom came from New York City. And In 
any case Russia was a distant and bar¬ 
barous country, and nothing could be 
more ludicrous than a suggestion that 
what had happened there could conceiv¬ 
ably happen here, . . . 

I spent the war mostly in Washington, 
n the most secret department of the 
Krmy. and my first shock virtually coin- 
ided with the beginning of my work 
here. One of our basic maxims was this: 
Remember that everything that is known 
n the White Ham* la known In Ihe Krem- 
ln." That was a shock at the time, al- 
nough now, of course, everyone who has 
ead at all about Communism knows that 
oosevelt's assistant, Lauchlln Currie, a 
uunterpart of the more recently infamous 
hetman Adams, was a Communist agent 
nd that he. with a trained corps of at 
■asl thirty traitors, presided over all Ihe 
ctivitiea of Ihe While House. 

It was not until taler that Harry Hep- 
Ins. the man who dispatched to Moscow 

II the plans for the atomic bomb together 
tth the materials necessary to manu- 
teture It, moved Into the White House to 
jpervlae the work .of treason, 

At that time Washington was full of 
asnmunists, both domestic and foreign, 
nd they had already obtained that com- 
lete control of most of the governmental 
area us that they have held ever since 
ti progre ss ively increased. It was a mat- 
r of common knowledge that in many 
the civilian agencies only persons ap- 
roved by the Communist party could 
sld office* of any responsibility. That is, 
course, mere commonplace now. and. 
Informed circles, was mere common- 
see then. 

Wc all know, for example that Can- 
ammsa Dies of Texas happened to ob- 
in photographs of a part of the Commu- 
at records which showed that 2,500 
embc is of Just three governmental de¬ 
triment*—State. Justice, and Interior— 
ere card-carrying members of the Com- 
unist Party. He took those records to 
-esldeat Roosevelt, who, in one of those 
a of almost insane temper to which he 
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was so frequently subject screamed out, 
TRany af my best friends arc Consul- 
ahlst" and ordered the Congressman from 
the room. 

It Is not so generally known that a pres¬ 
idential order commanded the Naval In¬ 
telligence service immediately to cease 
all inquiry into the activities of Commu¬ 
nists, whether domestic or alien, and to 
destroy all records concerning Communist 
tmllor* and spies. 

Washington was in 1942 what It is today 
—a city In which, as one bureaucrat com¬ 
placently assured me, “you've gat to be 
a Communist to gel anywhere.” It was 
even a city in which it was dangerous to 
be an American. I was there during the 
obscene farce—in many ways a tragic 
farce—called the "Sedition Trial." Every¬ 
one in Washington knew that the one 
purpose of this trial was to intimidate 
Americans. Read about it sometime. Thirty 
men and women from all over the coun¬ 
try, most of whom had never even heard 
of one another and who had in common 
only outspoken criticism of Communism, 
were hauled to Washington In hand-cuffs 
and leg irons, imprisoned in cells kept 
dark so that they could not read, and 
subjected to the most fantastic trial for 
conspiracy ever conducted outside Russia 
or an admittedly satellite state. 

The presiding judge, Elcher, who had. 
I understand, been appointed on the de¬ 
mand of Felix Frankfurter, was one of the 
new breed of Federal Judges, that is to 
say, viciously corrupt, and he finally died 
while under impeachment for malfea¬ 
sance In office. 

The Assistant Attorney General ol the 
U. S. who prosecuted the case was an¬ 
other protege of Felix Frankfurter, an I 
he was rewarded for his efforts when in 
1950 he went to Russia as the personal 
guest of Stalin. 

The Hungarian revolt provides one of 
the hundreds of bits of evidence that show 
the close cooperation between the Krem¬ 
lin and the bureaucracy that captured 
Washington under Franklin Roosevelt and 
has been expanding and strengthening it¬ 
self ever since. 

When Ihe Hunaaiiaii prop!* apoittai.v- 
ously rose in revolt, they were, as several 
refugees have assured me, cozened and 
confused by lying broadcasts from the ra¬ 
dio station that is so sardonically called 
Radio Free Europe. This station, which, 
as Fulton Lewis has recently shown, b 
staffed largely by Oom-ianisl agent*, is 
supported by secret grants from C.I-A., 
our Central Inteiliieace Agency. It is also 
supported by funds collected every year 
from the American people. That is just a 
bit of Communist humor. They delight in 
tricking Americans into contributing 
money to ostensibly charitable enterprises 
for their own destruction. 

When the Hungarians suffered, and 
died, and begged in vain for help, only 
one nation in Europe dared to offer them 
even a modicum of assistance. That was 
Spain, a nation headed by General Fran¬ 
cisco Franco, whom the Communist-dom¬ 
inated press In the United States to regu¬ 
larly vilifies. Spain agreed to send the 
Hungarians the weapons they most des¬ 
perately Deeded, anti-tank guns. Spain 
arranged to transport the guns In her own 
planes, and arranged with Germany to 
permit these planes, on their return trip, 
to land to refuel, since the Spanish pL :tes 
could not carry enough gasoline for a 
round trip. Now our Central Intelligence 
Agency, which seems never to be able to 
discover anything to the advantage of thy 
United States, quickly found out about 
the Spanl^T plan to help the Hungarians. 

The C.l-A transmitted the information 
to our State Department, which immedi¬ 
ately went into action and brought very 
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strong pressure to bear on the German 
government to cancel Ike permission that 
hid been given fer Uie Spsnbb plane* to 
refuel on their return Journey. Thus wa* 
Washington able to save the Russians 
considerable inconvenience during r»elr 
massacre of the Hungarians. 

The Central Intelligence Agency is an 
organization so secret that even our sen¬ 
ators are not allowed to know anything 
of its operations. But, as was recently dis¬ 
closed in National Review, (he head of 
any section of this agency has full power 
to employ even persons whose Commu¬ 
nist records are in the files of the F.B.l. 
The agency has undoubtedly undergone 
progressive change in the past nine years 
It was in June, !949, you will remember, 
that Admiral Hillenkoelter, who wa.. then 
head of the agency, received an inquiry 
from Senator McCarran concerning one 
hundred new appointees to the United 
Nations staff. Admiral Hillenkoetlcr re¬ 
plied that according to a preliminary 
check of his records. 29 of these ap¬ 
pointees were officer* in the Communic! 
Party and that 12 other* were known 
member* of the Russian espionage system. 
Admiral Hillenkoelter was immediately 
transferred to a desolate outpost in the 
Pacific. This was. of course, but one of the 
many incidents by which our army and 
navy officers have been shown that they 
dare not do anything that would displease 
our Communist conspirator*. 

I trust that you have not overlooked 
the latest triumph of what may fairly be 
called the Washinglon-Moscow Axis. The 
Balista government in Cuba was not, to 
be sure, a perfect government, but It 
probably was as good a government os 
one could ever reasonably expect to find 
in an island largely populated by mon¬ 
grels. Batista, however, had committed 
the one sin that is unforgiveable In the 
eyes of the people who call themselves 
our "liberal intellectuals'': be was an en¬ 
emy of Communism. Not only was he a 
reliable ally of the United States, but he 
had even gone so far as to sever diplo¬ 
matic relations with Russia, an act which 
greatly embarrassed our State Depart¬ 
ment. It wa* elesr, therefore, that be must 
be eliminated. A* vurdiugly the revolt led 
by Fidel Castro was organized. You will 
recall that some of the preparations for tt 
were quite openly made in Florida. 

Now although Castro thought it worth 
while to say that he Is not himself a mem¬ 
ber of the Communist Party, hi* principal 
assistants including Us brother, were 
netorioBs Communist*, snd no reasonable 
person, even slightly acquainted with 
Latin-American affairs, could ever have 
doubted that the Castro revolt was a 
Commenlst operation Intended primarily 
to secure b ases for Ihe many Russian sub¬ 
marines which are constantly cruising 
along oar Atlantic Coast, and to permit 
Ihe establishment of rocket base* within 
one hundred miles of American soli. 

During the progress of his takeover in 
Cuba, Castro received supplies from Rus¬ 
sian submarines, and, of course, vast 
quantities from the United States. The 
shipments from Florida were, of course, 
technically smuggled to him, but oddly 
enough our government was never able 
to inlereept them. 

But even with this help Castro would 
have failed but for the energetic inter¬ 
vention of aor State Department. The 
technique uaed la. of course, a standard 
procedure and should be quite familiar 
to all of us by now. 

You will recall that when General 
George Marshall was sent to China to ar¬ 
range for the Communist occupation of 
that country, he wa* able to accomplish 
his mission by simply catting off from 
General Chlsng Kal-Sbek the supplies of 
ammunition that he needed for his sol¬ 


dier's rifles, which were all, of cou 
American manufacture. II59.M0,M9 
or ammunition on ships that were 
to land was simply dumped In the 
snd, of course, no further shipment! 
mode, Thus Chiang Kai-Shek s men 
not qse even their rifles, to say n 
of machine guns and artillery, and ( 
to retreat before the Cornmun.sl in* 
who had been equipped with the 
Japanese stores of weapons and moi 
that we had tamed over to them in 
churls. 

Following this established paticn 
Stole Department cut off all auppt 
ammunition to the small army of G 
Baliala In Cuba, which was. of c 
equipped with'weapons purchased i 
United States'. Even ammunition tha 
tista had bought and already paid fo 
confiscated on the docks, it seems 
clear that Batista's men did not d 
they simply had nothing to shoot. 

You wiil also remember that whil 
great betrayal in China was under 
under the direction of such eminen 
ures as General Marshall and Pro: 
Owen Latlimore, ihe controlled prt 
this country was filled with props) 
to the effect that Cniang Kai-Shek 
a scoundrel, and lhat the Communt 
China were Just innocent "agrariai 
formers." 

The same technique is. of course, 
being used The press Is once again 
with manufactured reports of the 
iniquities of Batista, and with glc 
accounts of Fidel Castro as an "agr 
reformer" and (he "George Washing* 
Cubs." . . . 

At toon os the Russians have built 
submarine bases and act ap Ihe Isom 
fields for ballistic missiles in Cobs 

State Department will no doubt agalt 
us: "Oops: We were mistaken. Bui 
that launching sites for atomic mil 
have been set up within one ban 
miles ef the Ualtod Stoles, war is 
thinkable, ain't It?" 

by the way. you will probably ail 
In the next few months the destrm 
of oar only remaining ally to the CS 
bean—our only certain ally soulh of t 
ada, Ihe Dominican Republic. That, 
to my mind, clearly forecast by the Gi 
dez affair three yean ago, but It has 
been made quite certain by our re 
official proclamation, issued over 
ns me of President Eisenhower, to th« 
feet that we look with great disappr 
upon "dictators" such as General Tru. 

The Communist underground is our 
danger, and no one can accurately »n 
ure Its total strength. Its members 
vociferously deny that they are Com 
nists, and they are so organized that » 
everything Is working properly no 
conspirator can positively identify n 
than five of his accomplices. Louis Baa 
recounts with wry humor that when 
had worked himself far enough up in 
Communist Party to become manat 
editor of the Daily Worker and a merr 
of the official party's national execu 
council, he began to fancy himself a i 
son of some importance, until one of 
superiors remarked dryly. “Son. all I 
you have seen is fast the periscope at 
submarine," 

On t March 1958 Congressman Frai 
E. Walter published a report that * 
Kremlin has succeeded in enlisting, • 
conservative estimate, more than a mill 
Americans. . . . There are at this mom 
t he e quivalent of some twenty cam 
division* of enemy troops on Ameri 
soil . . . troops that are loyal only to 
Soviets." In .other words, you are c 
living-In a country that has been pai 
occupied. Unless the American pro 
now make a desperate effort to save the 
■elves, they will, within fear yean 
think, find themselves In the position 
the Hungarians when they made th 
frantic effort to regain their freedom th 
years ago.

HERBERT PHILBRICK. In an attempt to clarify the above, this office wrote to | 
Mr. Philbrick and advised him of the statements attributed to him. We pointed 
out that in reviewing his testimony before Congressional committees, and his 
writings, we Jiad not noted any statements similar .to those set forth above 
concerning the Department of Health, Education, and Welfare. We asked him > 
to advise us of any information he had which would clarify the above, and , 
informed him that if he did possefc6 any information concerning Communist 
infiltration into this Department, we would want to bring it immediately to 
the attention of the Federal Bureau of Investigation.for complete and thorough 
Investigation.

"unthinkable." And the history of medicine Itself Is a constant 
reminder of bow much long, patient, and dispassionate ellort 
Is needed lo extend even a Utile understanding and 
control of ths dark world In which we Uve — and when we 
look to the past, a reminder of how ptecarioue and fragile, 
how like a human life, are the cultural achievements of man. 

When I was looking through manuscripts In the LaurenUan 
Library in Florence a few years ago. I chanced upon an 
elegantly written copy of a medical treatise that, so far as I 
know, has never been printed, although It would provide a 
curious footnote to the history of medicine. The book Is 
entitled DE MORBO GAL LICO and was composed about 1S08 
by a professor of medicine at Prato. Gluliano Tanlo. The 

disease that he describes Is. of course, syphilis, which had 

been Imported into Europe from America only a lew yean 
before, but Tanlo wrote twenty-two years before the famous 
poem by Fracastorius that gave lo the disease Its present 
name. Tanlo discusses the aeUology of the MORBUS GALLICUS 
at great length, and comes to the conclusion that the malady 
originated In Rome in 149S. and therefore must have been 

caused by the heavy rains ol that year which so raised 

the level ol the Tiber that a targe part ol the city was flooded. 
The people of Rome had lo walk through the Inundated streets, 
and so got their feet wet. Therefore, says Tanlo. the real 
cause ol syphilis Is — wet feet. 

Gentlemen, the diagnosis of the Communist infection that 
Is generaUy accepted In the United States today Is no less 
fantastic — and equally dangerous. The current misconceptions 
about Communism are all obviously and grotesquely wrong. 
11 only we take a moment to think about them critically, but 
they have been so constantly repealed by venal politicians 
and a corrupt press that many of our fellow citizens now 
accept them almost unconsciously. 

The American people's fatuous and disastrous illusions 
about Communism spring from four basic myths Invented by 
the Communists themselves: first, that it Is a mass movement; 
second, that It Is somehow caused by poverty; third, that 
ft Is something genetically new and modem; and fourth, 
that ft is an "ideology." an economic, political or even 
philosophical doctrine. AH lour of these notions are patently 
false and absurd. Let us glance at each fas turn. 


takes hard and unremitting work to REMAIN a member el 
even thle lowest rank. Tbs Party Is constantly purging Itself 
of all members who are Idle, inefficient, or show symptoms 
of moral ebaraetsr. 

It follows, therefore, that no nation has ever "gone Com¬ 
munist" or "turned lo Communism." Every nation now enslaved 
has been captured at the United States will soon be captured. 
If we do nothing about It — captured from within by a tiny 
minority of utterly ruthleei and perfectly disciplined con¬ 
spirators. That fs the way In which the first conquest ol 
International Communism was effected In Rusila In 1917. 
when 1SO.OOO.OOO people were captured — under very favor- 
able conditions, to be sure — by one-twentieth nf one per¬ 
cent of their number. There were only 90.000 active Com¬ 
munists In the whole Russian territory, and even thle Uny 
gang was organized and completely controlled by a hard 
core of only 1.700 expert criminals, most ol whom had been 
trained In the United States under the direction of a vicious 
degenerate who operated under many aliases, ol which the 
best known it Leon Trotsky. 

Permit me to quote from the current "Scoreboard" Issue 
of AMERICAN OPINION; 

"Communism Is NOT a mass movement THAT IS THE

ThU U not an Uolated Instance: It Is an example ol a 
pattern that Is repeated over and over with but slight 
variations. What happened in Cuba, lor example, U paralleled 
by what U now happening In the Dominican Republic, where 
our Stale Department U now acting openly to create another 
Communist base that will be another Cuba and complete 
the encirclement ol the United Stales In the Caribbean. 

From such data, gentlemen, you can draw your con¬ 
clusions. II you can't, God help youl 
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he was retired co a pension ol S3B2 a wagjh. But do not 
think o'f him ai a poor. starveling wagesHo was tho 
ton- oi a multimillionaire. and had assets JP»WN TO THE 
COMMITTEE which made him virtually a millionaire In hla 
own right v

Or lake anolhor typical example. a poreon whom those 
of you who live In Chicago may have known. Allred K. 
Stem, a multi-millionaire In hie own right, married Martha 
Dodd, the daughter of Profeesor William E. Dodd, who wot 
the American Ambassador to Germany In the yean immedi¬ 
ately preceding the war that he did to much to promote. 
There is evidence that Miee Dodd wae a Communist agent 
while she was still living In the American Embassy In Berlin. 
Stem's connections with Communism before he married Miss 
Dodd are less clear. There can be no doubt, however, that 
alter their marriage both were Communist agents, and that 
Stem, from bis huge fortune, gladly contributed money to 
finance treason In the United States. Even to persons who 
knew him well, he appeared to be merely a "Liberal," 
Interested In such things as “public housing." and "brother¬ 
hood." and In all probability he would remain active and 
unsuspected to this day. but lor a mere accident, a slipup 
In Ihe usually efficient operations ol the Russian secret police. 
That slight slip plus the nervousness of the Stems led to 
their exposure. In July. 19S7. they fled to Russia — perhaps 
unnecessarily, lor had they chosen to braten It out In the 
Udlted States, it Is unlikely that they would have been 
convicted on the relatively small amount ol evidence that 
was really available against them — and had they been 
convicted, it Is a sale bet that the Franklurter-WarTen gang 
in Ihe Supreme Court would have found some way to turn 
them loose. 

There Is another side to this picture that you should also 
consider. The International Communist Conspiracy Is by far 
the wealthiest organisation In the world, and II has literally 
unlimited funds at Its disposal. Where necessary. It buys 
what II needs, from small retail stores to great newspapers 
and radio stations — and where necessary. It hires traitors 
and pays them well. For example, the titular head of a very 
minor Communist front In West Germany, the Wesldeutscher 
Fluchtllngskongress, Is paid a salary of S2.000 a MONTH. 
And Communist employees in Germany are paid, if they 
wish, in bar gold, which, under present conditions, they can 
sell on the black market for a considerable additional proilt. 
And remember that the employee we have mentioned takes 
no risk: the Fluchllingskongress professes a humanitarian 
purpose, and although observers In Germany are as morally 
certain ol its nature as we are about the hundreds of organ¬ 
isations In this country that ostensibly work for "mental 
health" or "International understanding" or "brotherhood." the 
German police have been able to find no documentary proof 
ol Its Communist direction. 

Ill. The professed goals of Communism — equality, a 
classless society, socialism — are sold to the ignorant, and 
particularly to the extremely Ignorant people who call them¬ 
selves "Liberal Intellectuals/' as somehow new and "pro- 
gresslve" Ideas; whereas they are In reality, as every student 
of anthropology and history knows, the oldest errors of 
m ankin d. Marxian socialism Is merely a regression to barbarism 
and savagery. 

The only classless societies that have ever existed on 
this earth were lound among the lowest and most stupid 
savages, for example, the aborigines of Australia, whose 
mental capacity you may judge from the fact that they 
propagated themselves on that continent for at least sixty 
thousand years without once suspecting that there aright 
be a causal connection between sexual Intercourse and 
pregnancy. 

The concept oi private property is the mark of civilisation. 
It Is unkown among savages. The individual savage really 
owns nothing, although he may possess a few beads for 
adornment or a spear, and so far as there Is anything that 
may be called property. It belongs to Ihe tribe. To the 
rudimentary mind of these human animals the very notion 
of private ownership of real property Is abhorrent and "an- 
fust." That, by Ihe way. Is a point that you must bear In 
mind when you consider the grotesque survivals oi the Stone 
Age that the Communist conspiracy Is now Introducing In 
the guise of "Independent nations" Into one ol Its favorite 
Instrumentalities. Ihe obscene vaudeville show in New York 
City that Is called the "United Nations." The savages ol 


Africa — many of Ihemas you know, are enthusiastic 
cannibals — are necess on the side oi the Communists 
because the Marxian d ot&* merely expresses what seems 
obvious to their dim consciousness. 

(Socialism, since it requires an elaborate organisation. Is 
lound In practice only In the stage next above pure javagery, 
barbarism. The Socialist elate and economic planning first 
appear In history in the barbarous monarchies of the early 
Orient, ol which you wQI find an Illuminating. If complex, 
analysis In Karl A. Wittvoqel'e ORIENTAL DESPOTISM. But 
the most complete example of a Socialist state known to 
history was found In Peru among the people whom we 
Incorrectly call the Incas. This stupid and bovine race had 
no system of coinage or commerce, no writing or literature, 
no capacity for reflective thought, and. so far as we can 
tell gave no promise oi ever being able to attain these 
fundamentals oi higher culture. But they did have a well 
developed agriculture, some skill In the construction of 
permanent buildings, and a system of bookkeeping. All land 
was communal, all production was organised lot use Instead 
el profit, and the whole economy was planned by an elaborate 
bureaucracy, which had 1.93] administrators for every 10,000 
persons. The human livestock lived and died as domestic 
animals on a vast plantation, and. like sheep or cows, they 
had so little Individualism and Intelligence that they were 
probably quite happy In such an existence. Peru, before the 
Spaniards came, was really a Socialist paradise. 

It Is true that Socialism as a form of economic organi¬ 
sation also appears In history at the other end ol the scale, 
as the clearest manifestation ol the decadence of a dying 
state, but never reaches Ihe perfection that It attained among 
the Indians of Peru for the simple reason that the nation 
dies before the cancerous growth has reached Its theoretical 
maximum. The decline oi the Roman Empire may be measured 
by the growth of Its bureaucracy. Of this cancer the Romas 
world died slowly. In as agony that extended over at least 
two centuries, and the result was. of course, the reversion 
to barbarism that we properly call the Dark Ages. 

Even In Ihe most highly developed cultures, such as 
those of Greece and Rome and of the Western world since 
the Renaissance, civilisation and rationality have at best 
but a precarious control over the residual barbarism latent 
In mankind. The history oi Ihe Occidental world Is maculated 
by Innumerable sects or gangs of Ignorant fanatics who 
preached, under one guise or another, a return to the Joyous 
barbarism in which all men were equal, all property was 
held In common for Ihe use of all. and all of society was 
planned and managed by self-appointed experts who claimed 
to possess overs lied brains or overslxed souls — or both. 
In antiquity, you have the odd Stole sects headed by Blosstus 
of Cumae, and many others, ol which you will ft rut a concise 
account in Robert von Pohlmaan's GESCHICHTE DER SOZLALEN 
FRAGE: among the many early Christian heresies, such 
doctrines were so characteristic of the Gnostic sects that 
Eric Voegelin In his ORDER AND HISTORY uses the word 
'Gnosticism' to designate the basic Socialist outlook: in the 
Middle Ages, you have Ihe Bogomils, the Cathari. and many 
others; after the Renaissance, you have such dismaying 
phenomena as the followers of John of Leyden and the 
Levellers In Puritan England; in the Eighteenth Century, yon 
have the anti-religious conspiracy of the Periektlblllsten. 
commonly called the Illuminati, organized by Adam Welshaupt 
and the blood-thirsty Jacobins of France. 

There Is nothing new about the so-called doctrines of 
Marxism — they come from the primaeval abyss ol Ignorance 
and savagery that Is much, much older than recorded or 
recoverable history. What Is new Is the size and perfect 
organization of the world wide conspiracy that is now using 
these old barbaric yawps for its own purposes. 

IV. To think oi Communism as as ideology that 
be combated and destroyed by argument and reason or by 
kindness and tolerance is as foolish as trying to tame a 
rattlesnake by patting Its head. To be sure, we can and 
must present the simple and obvious lads to the multitude 
of sentimental, vain, or greedy persons whom disguised 
Communists manipulate through Ihe hundreds oi seemingly 
humanitarian organizations that they have created for that 
purpose, and we can thus accomplish a great deal provided, 
of course, that these dupes have not been too thoroughly 
brain-washed in our modern schools. But you simply waste 
your time, 11 you try to talk to a real hard-core Communist. 
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That* Is (Imply nothing to toDc^feout. 

Thera U so this 9 to talk ^^ut for two dUtlact and 
conclude* roasoni. th* first intellectual, and the second 
emotional. 

-Argument presupposes an attempt to ascertain truth, but 
for the Communist truth does not exist. He Is a Pragmatist 
who follows the doctrines oi John Dewey to their logical and 
ultimate consequences. For him. words are weapons to be 
used to attain bis ends, a drug to poison and paralyse hie 
victims. 

But this Intellectual nihilism serves a fixed and terrible 
emotion. Although the mind oi th* true Communist operates 
with a ruthless lucidity and an appalling ingenuity. It to 
driven by a hirlous passion thal to really an Inverted religion 
— the passion that seeks evil tor Its own sake. U you wish 
to us* Christian terms. 11 Is Satanism, and the Communists 
among us are th* modern counterparts oi th* thousands and 
thousands oi people who tn the Middle Ages secretly wor¬ 
shipped Satan with abominable rites primarily because they 
hated with a deep. Instinctive, and unappeasable hatred 
everything thal Christianity calls good. The Communist to 
driven by an Insatiable hatred oi Western civilisation, and 
oi everything thal w* esteem: truth, honor, decency, mercy. 
Integrity, learning, culture. He Is driven by an overwhelming 
lust to deille and destroy, to desecrate and maim, to torture 
and kill. 

For an analysis oi this monstrous mentality, you will 
find most Instructive Denis de Rougemonl's recent work. 
MAN'S WESTERN QUEST. For prooi of II. you have but to 
Inspect the record oi what has happened In EVERY country 
that the Communist conspiracy has captured — the uniformly 
sickening record of the torture and murder oi millions oi 
human beings with NO Intelligible purpose ether than a 
frenzied Sadism and a lust to reduce men to the level oi 
beasts. It is murder lor the sake of murder, torture lor the 
toy oi torturing. And II you expect the rabid beasts oi the 
Communist conspiracy to behave In the United States. II 
they take It over. In a way different irom that In which they 
have UNIFORMLY behaved In the hall oi the world they 
have already taken over, you will doubtless also expect the 
splrochaetes of syphilis to change their nature. 

That Is more than a figure oi speech, because there to 
a certain analogy between the physiological and the social 
diseases. Some elementary textbooks. I understand, call 
syphilis "the great Imitator.” because the symptoms produced 
by the splrochaetes differ with the organs In which they 
find lodgement. There Is a certain parallel between this 
phenomenon and the methods of the Communist conspiracy, 
which with an almost Infinite versatility, adapts Itself to 
every vital organ In the whole mental, religious, and racial 
structure oi each society that It undertakes to subvert It 
masquerades In the qulse oi all religious, and preys on the 
credulity oi all races. In absolute monarchies, it cozens the 
king; in democracies, blocks oi voters, always calculating 
nicely the cupidity and the latulty oi Its victims. It preaches 
"nationalism." "Independence." and "sell-determination" to 
the blacks of Africa, and It prraches "internationalism." 
"Interdependence,” and "One World" to suckers In the United 
States. It Is all things to all men according to their lolly. 
It to as versatile as evil Itself. 

That, gentlemen, to th* real secret oi the conspiracy's 
success. Consider what It has accomplished In this country 
In less than a century. 

At th* time that th* headquarters oi th* Communist 
International were openly and officially transferred to New 
York City tn 1872. there were only a few hundred people 
In the whole United States willing to become member* oi th* 
conspiracy. In 1876. the conspiracy went entirely underground, 
and Its members were Instructed to devote themselves to 
Infiltrating and capturinq existing American educational, 
religious, and scclal organizations. It was not antll 1807 that 
they felt strong enough to set on loot both a public terrorist 
group and the first Communlst-lronl that can be identified 
with any real certainty. Th* terrorist gang organized In that 
year was called the I.W.W. and was headed by William 
X, Foster, a criminal who was at thal time or soon there¬ 
after the close associate oi Felix Frankiurter. who to now 
a justice of our Supreme Court. Th* Communist-front was 
called the Methodist Federation lor Social Service and was 


founded by Harry F. Ward, a Methodist minister In 
Evanston, nil V who later became a prolessor in the Union 
Theological SelEiary — an ordained criminal whose mem 
bershlp tn the Communist Party has been established beyond 
all possible doubt by th* testimony oi many witnesses. 

Th* present official Communist Party was not organised 
until 1819. and was headed again by William Z. Foster. 
It Is. In the phrase ol th* Communists themselves, merely 
th* visible part of their Iceberg, the periscope ol their 
submarine. It has served primarily as a means ol simultane¬ 
ously recruiting members for. and distracting publtc attention 
Irom. lb* secret Communist underground, which has always 
been more numerous and far. far more danqerous. for Its 
members all deny that they are Communists and promote 
the goals of the conspiracy while professing educational, 
religious, or humanitarian purposes. 

How successful the conspiracy has been, and how 
immin ent now to our danger, gentlemen, you may judge 
from the "Scoreboards" published annually by AMERICAN 
OPINION for the past three years. Th* SCOREBOARD Is an 
estimate of the degree of Communist Influence and control 
OVER EVERYTHING OF ECONOMIC OR POLITICAL IM¬ 
PORTANCE don* la each of lb* 107 maior countries of the 
world, and It Is compiled from the estimates and reports 
submitted Independently of each ether by the foremost 
observers of the Communist conspiracy — observers living 
on five continents and each a long-time and well-informed 
student of Communist methods and purposes. Here are the 
scores for the United Stales that represent th* consensus of 
expert opinion: 

1958. 20-40*1 

1959. 30-50% 

1960. 40-60% 

And remember, gentlemen, that that means 40-60% oi control 
over everything of political and economic importance done 
In or by this country. And the best proof ol the accuracy ol 
this figure, perhaps. Is the fact that In the current political 
campaign neither the Tweedledum* nor the Tweedledees dare 
even to mention what Is the maior — indeed the only vital 
Issue before tbe American people, the acute disease ol 
Internal subversion that Is killing the United States. 

If you will but examine the evidence objectively and 
dispassionately, asking yourself what causes are needed to 
produce observed effects, you will observe and Identify 
numerous Communist operations In both our domestic and 
foreign policy, and Irom the actual study ol a few ol these 
for yourselves you will learn much more than any speaker 
could tell you. But merely cs an example ol what I mean 
by a Communist operation, let me read you the data on 
Cuba assembled In the concise report on that country In 
the Issue ol AMERICAN OPINION that I have already quoted: 

"When Fidel Castro returned to Cuba In November. 1956.

Manolo Castro, and had personally shot 
another. Leonel Gomez. In (he back. He was known to have 
been trained In the techniques of terrorism and murder by 
Alberto Bayo. the notorious Spanish Communist. He was 
known to have been on* of th* leaders of th* attempted 
Communist revolution In Bogota. Colombia. In 1948. in which 
more than three hundred people were killed, many of them

Mr. Albert Jenner, President’s Commission, telephonic ally 
stated the U. S. Mars hal'^Tpff ice in Denver, Colorado, had been unable 
to serve Professor Revilo Oliver o f Illinois University while in Denver in that 
he had departed prior to receipt of the subpoena. Jenner stated information 
available indicated Professor Oliver may have gone to Seattle, Washington, 
or to Chicago, Illinois, prior to returning to his home in Urbana, Illinois. 
Jenner advised he had been in telephonic contact with Mrs. Oliver on 
Friday evening at which time Mrs. Oliver stated she did not know when her 
husband would be returning to Urbana but expected him either Sunday, 

Monday or Tuesday. 


Mr. Jenner advised that the President’s Commission was 
extremely desirous of obtaining a deposition from Professor Oliver and would 
prefer, if at all possible, to handle this interview in Washington, D. C. __ 

In view of this he requested the Bureau attempt to ascertain Professor Oliver’s 
present whereabouts and requests Oliver to come to Washington on Sunday, 
September 6 or the following two days, September 7 or 8, whenever it would 
be possible for him to arrive in Washington. Mr. Jenner advised that he 
could be reached at the President’s Commission, telephone number 543-1012; 
if this number does not answer call 543-1400 where the security guard 
will answer during the holiday and tell him to locate Mr. Renner to take the call. 
Jenner is presently residing at the Madison Hotel, Washington, D. C., 
telephone number 483-6400. Jenner requested that if any arrangements of 
any nature were successfully worked out with Professor Oliver, he would 
appreciate being called. If he decides to do anything where he will be 
unavailable at his office or hotel, he will call for 181 alley and leave information

--n article captioned ’’California Crowd Hears Harangue by Bircher, ” 
written by Julius Duscha, staff reporter, under dateline of Santa Ana, California, 
August 29, appeared in ’’The T^ashington Post” on August 31? 1964. This^article 
states that Professor Revilo P^~OIiver. Univ ersity of Illinois, spoke for more 
than an hour before 1300 men and women in the auditorium oi the Santa Ana Valley 
High School. His speech included such phrases as "the Warren gang, ” "Bobby 
Socks Kennedy," "a hole called Harvard University," and "The supreme directorafc 
of conspiracy, whoever they may be." 



The article describes Oliver as a member of the council of the John'’ 

Birch Society and states most of his speech was devoted to a rehashing of charges - 
he made last winter in the Birch Society magazine "American Opinion," that 
President Kennedy's assassination was part of a Communist plot engineered with 
the help of CIA. The article states Oliver said, "I don’t know whether Oswald was 
paid by the CIA or by the Soviet secret police ~ and it’s just a matter of book- 

1 keeping anyway." Oliver also said that under orders from Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara the Army "began to rehearse for the funeral more than a 
week before the funeral," and there were gasps from his audience. ~ 

Mr. J. Lee Rankin of the President's Commission, on September 2, 1964, 
called and advised that members of the President's Commission were at that time 
holding a meeting and desired to be advised of any information the Bureau might *- 
have in its files concerning Oliver.
